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Wyoming  Is  WAC  Pick; 
Cougars  Rated  Second 


Football  coaches  in  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference  have  forecast 
this  year’s  outcome  about  the 
same  as  the  WAC  finish  of  1966. 

Wyoming  is  a unanimous  pick  by 
the  mentors  to  run  away  with  the 
conference  championship.  The 
Cowboys,  undefeated  in  five  con- 
ference games  last  year,  have  a 
loaded  slate  of  lettermen  return- 
ing. 

BYU  SECOND 

Brigham  Young  University  was 
the  second  pick  ot  the  coaches  in 
the  pre-season  polling.  The  Cou- 
gars finished  3-2  in  the  conference 
and  8-2  overall  last  year.  Phil  Odle 
and  Casey  Boyett,  fourth  and  24th 
in  the  nation  in  pass  receiving,  will 
bolster  BYU. 

Arizona  State  is  considered  third 
best,  with  Utah  and  Arizona  play- 
ing the  role  of  “dark  horse”  in 
their  fourth  and  fifth  positionk. 
Both  Utah  and  Arizona  State 
posted  3-2  records  in  the  confer- 


ence last  season,  while  Arizona 
won  only  one  of  five  contests. 

Utah  will  rely  heavily  on  Jack 
Gehrke,  a senior  quarterback  who 
led  the  Redskins  to  a 5-1  record  be- 
fore injuries  struck.  Without  him, 
the  Utes  lost  four  straight. 


Representatives  of  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference  universities 
voted  4-2  to  allow  Colorado  State 
University  and  University  of  Texas 
at  El  Paso  to  join  the  five-year-old 
league. 

BYU  and  the  University  of  Utah 
were  the  only  member  institutions 
to  vote  negatively  on  the  proposi- 
tion. Both  dissenting  members 
favored  the  admittance  of  their 
long-time  opponent  school,  Utah 
State.

Challenges 

Faculty 

A challenge  to  achieve  new  great- 
ness was  extended  to  the  Brigham 
Young  University  faculty  and  staff 
Tuesday  night  by  Elder  Spencer 
W.  Kimball  of  the  Council  of 
Twelve,  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints. 

He  spoke  in  the  George  Albert 
Smith  Fieldhouse  at  the  final  meet- 
ing of  a two-day  pre-school  confer- 
ence in  which  the  faculty  received 
instructions  for  the  new  year. 
About  2000  members  of  the  faculty, 
staff,  and  their  partners  attended. 
A supper  and  entertainment  fol- 
lowed. 

“BYU  must  continue  to  be  the 
greatest  university,  unique  and  dif- 
ferent,” Elder  Kimball  said.  ‘Tn 
many  fields  there  should  be  an 
ever  widening  gap  between  this 
school  and  all  others.  The  reason 
is  obvious.  With  hundreds  of  men 
of  God  and  their  associates  so 
blessed  and  trained,  we  have  the 
base  for  an  increasingly  efficient 
and  worthy  school.” 

The  churchman  asserted  that 
since  BYU  is  freed  from  expansion 
pains,  the  school  can  now  put  foun- 
dations under  its  dreams.  He  re- 
ferred to  instructions  from  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  hold  enroll- 
ment to  about  20,000  this  year,  the 
same  as  last  year.  Earlier,  how- 
ever, President  Ernest  L.  Wilkin- 
son told  the  audience  that  enroll- 
ment would  increase  slightly  be- 
cause a larger  percentage  of  appli- 
cants are  showing  up  for  registra- 
tion. 

“In  our  world,  there  have  risen 
brilliant  stars  in  drama,  music, 
literature,  sculpture,  painting,  sci- 
ence, and  all  the  graces,”  Elder 
Kimball  explained.  “For  long 
years,  I have  had  a vision  of  the 
BYU  greatly  increasing  its  already 
strong  position  of  excellence  till 
the  eyes  of  all  the  world  will  be 
upon  us.” 

He  cited  Brigham  Young’s 
charge  to  pioneer  educator  Karl 
G.  Maeser  never  to  teach  anything 
without  the  spirit  of  God,  and  cau- 
tioned  the  facuty  that  they  must 
never  forget  the  admoniion.  “If 
we  begin  to  ape  the  world  and  for- 
get  this  injunction,  we  are  lost. 
We  pay  out  taxes.  We  support  state 
schools;  therefore,  there  is  no  ji^- 
tification  whatever  for  our  spend- 
ing millions  of  dollars  on  this  in- 
stitution unless  we  mind  the  pur- 
poseful objectves  given  by  the 
prophet.” 

The  speaker  said,  “The  unique- 
ness of  BYU  lies  in  its  special  role 
—education  for  eternity— which  it 
must  carry  in  addition  to  the  usual 
tasks  of  a university.  This  means 
concern  not  only  for  the  whole  man 
but  for  the  eternal  man.  Where  all 
universities  seek  to  preserve  the 
heritage  of  knowledge  that  history 
has  washed  to  their  feet,  this  facul- 
ty has  a double  heritage— the  pre- 
servation of  knowledge  of  man  and 
the  revealed  truths  sent  from 
heaven.”

Students  Must  Ask  Draft  Board 


Students  registering  at  BYU  fall 
semester  should  be  aware  of  sev- 
eral Selective  Service  Act  regula- 
tions, Alma  W.  King  announced  to- 
day. 

Mr.  King  heads  the  Veteron  and 
Selective  Service  offices  at  the  Uni- 
versity. 

He  warned  students  that  a “2  S” 
student  deferment'  classification 
must  be  requested  from  the  draft 
board.  To  keep  this  classification 
the  student  must  satisfactorily  pur- 
sue a full-time  course  of  study  at 
the  institution  in  which  he  enrolls; 
This  deferment  may  continue  until 
a bachelor’s  degree  is  completed, 
the  student  drops  out  of  college  or 
becomes  24  years  of  age,  which- 
ever comes  first,  Mr.  King  ex- 
plained. 

Students  will  be  considered  pur- 
suing a satisfactory  course  if  they 
complete  25  percent  of  their  credits 
the  first  year,  50  percent  the  sec- 
ond, and  75  percent  ^ in  the  third 
year  of  a four  year  course.  If  the 
degree  requires  five  years  to  com- 
plete, 20  percent  of  the  required 
credits  must  be  earned  the  first 
year,  40  the  second  and  so  on,  Mr. 


King  said.  A year  is  considered  to 
run  from  Sept.  1 to  Sept.  1,  he  add- 
ed. 

Mr.  King  also  warned  students  to 
conduct  all  business  with  the  draft 
board  in  writing.  Even  verbal 
agreements  should  be  confirmed 
thoroughly  in  writing  to  avoid  mis- 
understandings. All  notices  of  clas- 
sification should  be  read  very  care- 
fully for  they  indicate  the  number 
of  days  in  which  an  appeal  can  be 
filed  in  case  of  a classification 
change,  he  added.

Endeavor  to  establish  values 
that  will  make  it  the  kind  of  char- 
acter that  will  equip  you  to  live 
confidently  in  the  presence  of  God, 
Elder  Hanks  admonished  the  elect- 
ed and  appointed  student  officers 
and  their  advisers  and  trainers. 

At  an  earlier  session  during  the 
week  Dr.  J.  Elliot  Cameron,  dean 
of  students,  said  students  in  leader- 
ship positions  ■ can  acquire  a testi- 
mony of  the  Gospel  and  the  place 
it  should  have  in  their  intellectual 
lives.  “No  other  group  of  people 
anywhere  in  the  world  are  just 


like  you,”  he  told  them. 

Dean  Cameron  said  enrollment 
at  BYU  might  reach  20,500  this  se- 
mester and  estimated  that  ap- 
proximately one  third  of  the  stu- 
dent body  will  be  new  or  transfer 
students  who  will  “look  to  you  for 
leadership.” 

Set  the  pattern,  be  understand- 
ing, in  your  function  as  student 
officers  uphold  the  honor  of  the 
Church  and  be  efficient  in  your 
service,  he  challenged. 

Earlier  in  the  day  Student  Presi- 
dent Paul  Gilbert  urged  the  young 
executives  to  come  up  with  a pro- 


gram that  would  help  establish 
the  BYU  as  a great  university. 

Other  speakers  were  Stephen  R. 
Covey,  assistant  to  the  president 
in  charge  of  University  relations, 
who  reminded  the  students  that 
“efficiency  is  doing  things  right 
and  effectiveness  is  doing  the 
the  right  things,”  and  Dr.  Tru- 
man G.  Madsen,  professor  of  phi- 
losophy, who  challenged  the  stu- 
dents to  dare  to  live  up  to  their 
commitments  to  the  Church. 
“There  is  no  need  to  sacrifice 
your  principles  to  be  great  and 
there  is  no  need  to  sacrifice  your 


principles  of  greatness  to  be  a 
Mormon,”  he  said. 

The  student  training  laboratory 
was  held  as  a phase  of  student 
government  training  under  the  of- 
fice of  student  relations.  Labora- 
tory consultants  included  Val  D. 
MacMurray,  conference  chairman; 
Perry  H.  Cunningham,  committee 
chairman;  and  Robert  A.  Baird, 
student  adviser.
